In the years of drought, there was 
Jnot only failure of grain crops. but 
jalso of gtass, with the result that 
there was neither food for man nor 
feed for stock. On the other hand, 
some farmers were successful even in 
these years of lack of moisture in 
raising green corn and other kinds of 
feed for stock when even the grasses 
failed. What they succeeded in do- 
ing, their neighbors could also do. 

It is suggested, therefore, and wise- 
ly it would seem, that steps should be 
‘taken to bring the actual experience 
of these men, and the methods fol- 
lowed by them, to the knowledge of 
the people generally “in the districts 
referred to, not by books or pamph- 
lets, but by these telling the 
istory of their experiences and success 
to groups of farmers throughout these 
areas,

British Formerly Did A ” Business 


There Worth 200,000 
Per Year 


In 1913, Japanese imports into Bri- 
tish South Africa were valued at only 
$561,891. By 1918 they had increased 


to $12,978,985, and for 1919 were only 
slightly less. The Japanese have not 
only captured the German trade in the 
South- Pacific Islands, but they ‘have 
almost complétely superceded the Bri- 
tish, who. formerly: did a business 
there worth over $200,000 per year. A 
correspondent of the Scandinavian 
Shipping Gazette states that every ar- 
ticle on sale in the Marshall Islands 
is of Japanese manufacture, ranging 
from needles to anchors, biscuits to 
sewing machines, jewelry to European 
wearing apparel, all-adapted to please 
the native tastes.

Examples of the Service of the Fed- 
eral Department : of 
Agriculture 
Poultry culling demonstrations that 
have been carried on by the federal 
Live Stock Branch have clearly prov- 
ed that it is possible to take out from 


forty to sixty per cent. of tlre stock 
in the average farin flock and still 
leave the farmer with as many eggs 
today as he was getting before. The 
value of this knowledge to the farm- 
‘ers of Canada can hardly be over-es- 
timated. 

An eqtially valuable service of the 
federal live stock branch is the grad- 
ing of market wool. Ac 
report of the minister for the: fiscal 
year ending 1918-19, approximately 
4,550,000 pounds of wool were system- 
atically graded’ and sold co-operative- 
ly. 

Thése are only examples of the ser- 
vices of the federal Department of 
Agriculture, which has branches and 
divisions for the advancement of prac- 
tically every phase of farming and 
gardening. This report, which is ob- 
tainable from the Publications Branch, 
Ottawa, covers concisely the work of 
the whole department for the twelve- 
month period.

Manitoba has forty-four creameries, 
vith 22,000 milk and cresm shippeis, 
and present indications for increased |. 
production of dairy products in the 
province are exceedingly encouraging. 

During the year 1919 a number ot 
new silos were erected at different 
parts of the province, These have 
been filled with corn, green oats, and 
peas, which makes a succulent and 
good cheap feed for milch cows. 

The total value of dairy products 
for the year amounted to $16,789,892.51 
The increased production, combined 
with the increased price, amounted to 
$5,001,719.25, The increase in dairying 
is more noticeable in the Southern 
part of the province, where grain 
growing has been carried on ‘for 25 
or 30 years. There appears to be a 
marked change fowards more mixed | 
farming in this part of Manitoba.
